well Mtnpwn sources, buy it upon a 
germinating guaranty, basis, and eel 
his seed or typical

early 
enough to make his own germinating 
tests. It is probable this year that 
many larmers have not followed the 
wise practice of selecting enough spe- 
cial seed from good crops to last them 
m an emergency 
for two or three 
years wUl have to buy seed. In buy. 
J°e seed, farmers should try to secure 
corn ot varieties known to prosper in 
their section. The safest seed wou d 
be that carefully selected from good 
corn grown m the immediate neigh- 
borhood, but at any rate1 effort ahoSld 
be made to obtain seed grown in dis- 
tricts where climate, soil, and farming

They have not yet come without voi- j 
untary desire to unite themselves with , 
the great nation on this side of the sea. 
And I know that whenever the test! 
comes every man's heart will be first ; 
for America. 
! 
Will Not-Forget Errand. 
"Wherever they come from, it was , 
that principle and affection and am- 
bition and hope that drew men to 
these shores. And they are not going 
to forget the errand upon which they 
came and the America which they 
have made their refuge and their hope 
will not. suffer by any forgetfulnesa on 
their part. The trouble-makers have 
?hot their bolt and it has been meffect- 
" "Some of them have 
been very 
vociferous. All of them have been ex- 
ceedingly irresponsible. 
Talk was 
cheap and that was all it cost them— 
ihey didn't have to do anything. 
Can Control Irresponsible. 
"But there are other dangers, niy 
fellow citizens, which are not passed 
and which have not been overcome, 
and they are dangers which we can- 
not control. We can control the Irre- 
sponsible talkers 
amidst ourselves. 


All that we have got to do is to encour- 
age them to hire a hall—and their folly 
will be abundantly advertised by them-, 
selves. But we can not in this simple 
fashion, control, the dangers that sur- 
round us now and have surrounded us 
since this titantic strugglf on the oth- 
er side of the water began. 
"There is no part of the world ex- 
cept South America to which the di- 
rect influences of this struggle have 
rot. extended, and so we are surround- 
ed by this 
tremendous disturbance, 
and -ou must realize what that, in- 
volves. Our thoughts are concentrated 
upon our affairs and our own relations 
with the rest of the world, but the 
thoughts of men who are engaged m 
this struggle are concentrated upon 
the struggle itself, and there is daily 
and hourly danger that they will feel 
themselves constrained to do things 
which are absolutely inconsistent with 
the rights of the United States. 
Not Thinking of Us. 


"Thfiy are not thinking of us. I am 
not crfticising 
them, even, for 
not 


thinking of us. M dare say that if 1 
were in their places neither would I 
think of us. 
. 
. 
"If the United States puts its in- 
terests in the path of this great strug- 
gle she ouf;ht to know before hand 
that there is danger of very serious 
misunderstanding and 
difficulty. So 
that the very uncalculated. unpremedit- 
ated—me might say almost accident- 
al course of affairs—may touch us to 
the quick at any moment. 


"And 
1 want you to realiEe 
that 


sta.no.inp; in the midst of these difficul- 
ties I feel that I am charged with a 
double duty of the utmost difficulty. 
In the first place, 1 know that you are 
depending upon me to keep this nation 
out of war. (Great applause.) 
Will Keep U. S. O'jt of War. 
"So far I have done so. (Applause.) 
And I pledge you my word that, God 
helping me, I will, if it is possible. 


"But 
you have 
laid another 
duty 
upon me. 
You have bidden me see 
t.hat nothing stains or impairs the hon- 
or of the Unir.ea States, 
tlxmd, long 
and enthusiastic applause.) And that 
is a m.itter not within my control. 
"Thai depends nn what, others do, 
not upon what the1 government of the 
United States does, Mid therefore there 
may at any moment come a time when 
J cannot, both preserve the honor and 
the peace of the United States. 
; 
"Do not exact.of me an impossible 
;md contradictory 
thing, but 
stand 
ready, and insist that everybody who 
represents you should stand ready to 
provide the means of maintaining the 
honor of the United States. 


No Sudden Inadequacy. 
"Now, there is: ont> misapprehension 


that I do not wish you to entertain. 
Don't suppose that there is any new 
or sudden or recent inadequacy on the 
]>art of the government, with respect 
to preparation for nationl defense. 
"I have heard some gentlemen say 
that we have no coast defenses worth 
talking about, because defenses are 
not nowadays advertised, you under- 
stand, and they are not visible to the 
naked eye. So that if you passed them 
and nothing exploded, you "would not 
know that they are there. And the 
coast defenses of the United States, 
while not numerous enough, are equip- 
ped in the most modern and efficient 
fashion. 
"There has not been any sort of neg- 
lect about the navy. We have been 
slowly building up a navy, which in 
quality is second to no navy in the 
world: and the only thing it lacks is 
quantity. 


U. S. Stands for Liberty. 
'7 know that there are some things 
which stir every heart in America, no 
matter what the racial derivation or 
the local environment, and one of the 
things that stirs every American is 
the love of individual liberty. We do 
not stand for occupation. We do not 
stand for material interest. We do not 
stand for any narrow conception even 
of political -institutions, but 
we do 
stand for this, that we are banded to- 
gether in America to see to it that no 
man shall serve any master who is not 
of his own choosing. 
"And we have been very liberal and 
generous to this idea. We have seen 
great people for the most part not the 
same blood with ourselves to the south 
of us, build up policies in which this 
same idea pulsed, and, when we have 
seen hands reached across the water 
from other political policies to inter- 
fere with the development of free in- 
stitutions of the western hemisphere 
we have said: 'No. we are the cham- 
pions of the freedom of popular sov- 
ereignty.' "

did crop this year is due to'-unusually.
